g reater significance. 
I know that w henever the kaiser 
called at my office great crowds g a th ­ 
ered outside to catch a glimpse of him 
when he cam e out. 
They waited p a ­ 
tiently, sometimes for as long as an 
hour, for the sake of greeting their 
emperor. 
T h e ir conduct on th e se oc­ 
casions showed very plainly th a t lie 
h ad a strong hold on th e ir affections. 
T h e kaiser was their idol, ami they 
xvere ready to suffer any inconvenience 
for the sake of doing him honor. 
It xvas custom ary for classes o f 
school children to he taken to the T ier 
garten from time to tim e to study th e 
groups of statues of the kaiser's a n ­ 
cestors in the Sieges Alice. They usu al­ 
ly passed my house on their w ay to 
their object-lesson iii patriotism. Some­ 
times, xvhen the kaiser w as at my 
It*»use, I have seen these children h a lt­ 
ed in front of the place to a w a it the 
em peror s departure, their teachers, no 
doubt, 
feeling 
th a t 
tho 
youngsters 
would gain g reater inspiration from 
a fleeting glimpse of the living m on­ 
arch than they could possibly derive 
from a prolonged study of the sta tu e s 
of his departed ancestors. 
Most of my patients knew th a t the 
kaiser visited me, and they never tired 
o f asking quest bins about him. It xvas 
alm ost impossible for them to believe 
th a t they xvere to have the privilege of 
sitting in the very chair which their 
kaiser had occupied. 
“Does the kaiser actually sit in this 
very chair?” they would 
in incred­ 
ulous tones. 
“ Does he ever talk about 
anything? Please tell me w hat he said 
th e last time he w as here.” 
A new German office girl whom I had 
engaged attracted the k a ise r’s a t te n ­ 
tion, and lo* was gracious enough to 
•hake hands with her. 
Afi**r he had 


many gradations, th a t it w as almost 
impossible to find two Germ ans on the 
sam e social plane. One wa* always th** 
other's superior. 
A fter my fourteen 
y ears’ experience am ong these people, 
I cannot say thai th a t early impression 
has been rem oved; if anything, it has 
been deepened. 
Anyone win* bas Fixed in Berlin, and 
is familiar with conditions in other 
E uropean capitals, will bear me out 
that the G erm an polic em an is the most 
a rro g a n t police official iii the world. 
His word is taken in court in prefer­ 
ence to that of six civilians, and his 
pow er is such that it might very easily 
b** used oppressively; but strangely 
enough, despite the cupidity of the 
G erm an character, graft and corrup­ 
tion am ong the German police ami 
other 
officials 
xvere practically 
un­ 
known before the war. 
Such were the people behind the 
kaiser w hen the great w ar started. 
I 
shall never forget the sentiments ex­ 
pressed to me by private individuals 
in every walk of bf** as the various 
phases of the w ar developed. 
No m easure th a t was taken by G er­ 
many. no m a tte r how atrocious or in­ 
co n sisten t 
with 
tile world's idea of 
w h a t is p erm issib le in civilized w a r­ 
fare, ever brought a word of condem­ 
nation from the German public a s a 
whole, although, of course, there were 
some notable exceptions. 
T he groat 
m ajority of Germans 
who discussed 
these m a tte rs with me, however, not 
only defended everything Germany did, 
but complained because more rigorous 
m easures w ere not taken. 
Merely by way of example, and not 
b e c a u s e lier suggestion was any worse 
than hundreds of others raised by my 
G erm an patients, I may mention the 
su rp risin g viewpoint expressed by* the 
Countess Sierstorpff, a relative of Yon
